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WHAT  IT  WAS.  WHAT  IT  WASN'T

When  I  first  talked  to  Edith  Kramer  about 
doing  a  series  of  films  about  the  1960's  at  the 
Pacific  Film  Archive,  1  had  a  number  of  things 
in  mind.  I  wanted  to  add  a  cultural  overview 
to  the  Free  Speech  Movement  rallies,  which 
had  just  occurred  and  which  had  in  the  main, 
bypassed  cultural  activities.  I  also  wanted  to 
intervene  in  the  revaluation  of  the  period  by 
adding  a  dash  of  critical  spice  and  thereby 
perhaps  head  off  just  another  nostalgic  filmic 
remembrance  of  Left  history. 

A  reassessment  of  the  decade  was  also 
timely  for  me  since  I  had  been  asked  to  be 
a  part  of  a  celebration  for  the  San  Francisco 
Mime  Troupe.  Someone  had  decided  it  should 
be  a  25 -year  celebration-  (sic),  incorrectly 
dating  things  from  1959  rather  than  1963. 
1  objected  to  the  historical  manipulation 
and  the  idea  of  a  •'celebration-".  .  .celebration 
of  what?^£»*e,"'a£aln\  it  was  just  another 
a  groovy  California  party.  I  suggest- 
a  more  critically  engaging  event,  but  there 
was  no  interest  from  that  quarter.  Thus,  the 
Pacific  Film  Archive  proposal  came  at  the 
right  time. 

The  film  showings  and  the  tapes  of  the 
panels  afterward  (which  will  be  aired  Mondays 
in  July  at  12  noon  on  KPFA)  are  the  result 
.of  a  general  view  that  the  political  activism 
of  the  60's  swam  in  a  sea  of  cultural  develop- 
ments, not  merely  counter-cultural  activism 
but  an  expanding  experimentation  in  the  arts. 
1  discussed  the  idea  with  Peter  Gessner 
and  Arlene  Golbard,  who  outlined  a  precise 
look  at  the  period.  Edith  thought  that  what- 
ever program  we  were  able  to  put  together 
(to  be  presented  in  February,  1985),  it  would 
probably  not  be  terribly  successful.  After  all, 
the  "campus  was  conservative:  73  or  some 
such  percentage  of  students  voted  for  Rea- 
gan." But  since  that  time,  things  have  changed 
and  Edith,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  us,  is  pleased 
that  our  sense  of  the  current  times  was  not 
accurate  as  the  "inactive"  have  become  activ- 
ated and  outraged'by  apartheid. 

Two  months  after  the  PFA  panels,  1  still 
had  the  sixties  on  my  mind  when  I  asked 
some  friends,  at  the  April  20th  March  and  at 
later  demonstrations  at  Biko  Plaza,  if  they 
thought  the  anti-apartheid  movement  would 
spill  over  into  greater  activism.  A  number 
cautiously  said  yes,  and  a  sociologist/activ- 
ist from  New  York  wrote  that  "all  U.S.  politi- 
cal movements  began  with  demonstrations 
and  aggressive  attacks  on  slavery,  civil  rights, 
racism."  Other  people  closer  to  the  demon- 
strations have  pointed  out  that  speakers  make 
connections  between  South  Africa  and  Rea- 
m's macho  militarism  in  Central  America 
while  others  are  connecting  Israel's  military 
aid  to  "authoritarian  leaders"  -  the  general- 
friends  of  Jeanne  Kirkpatrick. 

In  the  middle  of  the  Apartheid  demonstra- 
tions and  the  arrests  over  U.S.  support  for  the 
Contras.  a  couple  of  wealthier  new-lefties  de- 
cided to  serialize  their  rejection  of  the  Left. 
Peter  Collier  and  David  Horowitz,  both  for- 
mer editors  of  Ramparts,  have  come  out  of 
their  political  closets,  slambanging  the  sixties 
and  declaring  they  voted  for  Reagan. 

Fheir  syndicated  revelations  attacked  Tom 
Hayden  for  being  a  mouthy  revolutionary, 
said  some  snippy  things  about  Fidel  Castro, 
the  Soviets,  the  Vietnamese  and  one-time 
revolutionary  Eldridge  Cleaver.  Their  article, 
which  was  first  seen  in  the  Washington  Post 
and  later  reprinted  in  both  the  Oakland  Trib- 


une and  San  Francisco  Examiner,  is  a  remind- 
er of  similar  writings  in  the  1950's  when  the 
left  was  also  under  attack. 

How  wonderful  that  immediately  after 
Horowitz  and  Collier  came  out  declaring 
themselves  rich  backers  of  Republicans  (their 
income,  incidentally,  is  now  over  $90,000  a 
year  apiece),  the  divestiture  movement  came 
into  focus,  and  Reagan  made  his  devastating 
trip  to  Bitburg.  Collier  and  Horowitz  are  now 
proudly  associated  with  the  neo-  and  pseudo- 
friends  of  fascism.  Their  timing  was  fortuitous. 

But  the  case  of  Collier  and  Horowitz  is 
nonetheless  important.  We  now  have  a  care- 
fully documented  example  of  a  tum-around  - 
not  as  in  the  bizarre  case  of  Eldridge  Cleaver, 
but  with  two  little  oV  white  boys  who  were 
radicals  in  the  sixties  and  were  part  of  the 
movement.  No  matter  how  annoying  and 
shocking  their  confessions  might  be,  they 
force  the  rest  of  us  to  reassess  not  only  what 
they  wrote  and  did,  but  also  what  we  our- 
selves thought  about  those  activities  they 
now  so  crassly  debase. 

History  is  not  fiction.  However,  it  is  full 
of  subjective  observations,  especially  when 
that  history  is  so  close  and  part  of  one's  own 
involvement.  Discussing  the  sixties  is  akin  to 
unraveling  a  baseball.  First  one  has  to  rip  off 
the  cover  of  hardened  memory  and  delusion, 
then  then  pick  at  one  strand  until  it  breaks, 
and  then  another  and  another,  pulling  and 
scratching  through  it  all. 

In  our  discussions  at  the  PFA,  the  illusions 
were  in  full  force,  the  uncritical  minds  were  in 
the  majority,  the  "who  cares"  bunch  was 
small,  and  the  critical  evaluators  were  mostly 
on  the  panels.  The  closer  an  activist  was  to 
the  street,  the  more  the  rhetoric  was  audible 
-  some  people  longingly  defend  their  own 
mistakes  and  illusions.  Others  (not  at  the  ses- 
sions, for  who  would  dare  show  up  to  such  an 
obvious  pro-sixties  event?)  deride  the  decade 
as  a  period  of  great  deception  and  strident 
radical  moralism. 

One  of  the  better  assessments  of  the 
sixties  IVe  seen  is  by  Frederick  Jameson  in 
The  60's  Without  Apologies,  which  places  the 
decade  in  a  periodized  view  of  history: 

"We  have  described  the  60's  as  a  moment 
in  which  the  enlargement  of  capitalism  on  a 
global  scale  simultaneously  produced  an  im- 
mense freeing  or  unbinding  of  social  energies, 
a  prodigious  release  of  untheorized  new 
forces:  the  ethnic  forces  of  black  and  'mi- 
nority' or  third  world  movements  every- 
where, regionalisms,  the  development  of  new 
and  militant  bearers  of  'surplus  conscious- 
ness' in  the  student  and  women's  movements, 
as  well  as  in  a  host  of  struggles  of  other  kinds. 
".  .  .(However)  the  great  explosions  of  the 
60's  have  led.  in  the  worldwide  economic  cri- 
sis to  powerful  restorations  of  the  social  order 
and  a  renewal  of  the  repressive  power  of  the 
various  state  apparatuses." 

What,  then,  happened  to  all  the  liberating 
actions?  William  C.  Dowling,  in  a  review  of 
Jameson's  thoughts,  says  that  collective  trans- 
formation of  social  reality  was  turned  into  a 
mere  ideology  of  personal  and  individual  ec- 
stacy.  And  with  the  parade  of  fashions,  ice- 
cream/yogurt stands,  and  gourmet  restau- 
rants, is  that  not  partially  true? 

Jameson  ends  his  article  with  the  observa- 
tion that  the  60's  was  a  superstructural  move- 
ment, while  global  capitalism  in  the  80'smay 
"unify  the  unequal,  fragmented  or  local  resis- 
tances" into  a  traditional  division  of  upper, 
middle  and  working  classes. 


Can  we  analyze  the  sixties  and  thereby  un- 
derstand the  eighties? 

Recent  activities  have  .encouraged  many. 
Students  have,  as  in  the  past,  given  renewed 
hope  to  older  radicals.  The  belly  of  the  mon- 
ster still  grumbles.  Students  are  known  to  be 
the  first  to  erupt:  in  Greece,  Nicaragua,  Cuba, 
Paris,  Berkeley,  Columbia.  Yet  student  radi- 
calism is  erratic  and  tuned  to  quarter  or  se- 
mester systems.  Longer-term  insiders  such  as 
Nader's  Raiders  have  proven  that  legal,  admin- 
istrative and  lobbying  pressure  produces  re- 
sults. Thus,  there  are  two  paths  out  there  now: 
yet  no  matter  which  path  is  taken,  the  sub- 
stantive problem  remains.  Do  we  have  a  deep 
and  elaborate  enough  critique  of  the  right  and 
of  the  liberals  to  make  any  significant  and  ir- 
reversible changes?  David  Wellman,  in  a  con- 
versation, made  note  that  "the  sixties  Left 
critique  of  the  liberals  had  been  taken  over  by 
the  Right,"  and  now,  where  is  the  Left's  cri- 
tique? 

At  the  Archive,  we  had  hoped  to  engage 
the  subjects  overlooked  during  the  20th  anni- 
versary of  the  Free  Speech  Movement  and  in- 
clude cultural  work  that  had  been  a  big  part 
of  the  60's.  We  did  not  include  as  much  cul- 
tural material  as  T  would  have  liked,  since 
much  was  not  on  film  and  the  film  documents 
were  (necessarily)  of  the  most  obvious  politi- 
cal elements:  SDS,  Black  Panthers,  street 
fighting,  agitation,  etc.  We  began  with  a  film 
by  Bruce  Conner,  an  independent  film-maker 
who  was  not  "political"  but  is  certainly  inde- 
dependent,  followed  by  Bruce  Bailey's  Mass 
for  the  Dakota  Sioux.  Then  we  crossed  over 
into  the  rock  and  roll  industry  for  Don't 
Look  Back,  a  cinema  verite  ikon  film  by 
Pennebaker.  Tape  music  composers,  painters, 
theatre  and  dance  experiments  were  not  rep- 
resented. To  balance  the  lack  at  the  film 
showings,  I've  added,  to  the  programs  aired 
on  KPFA,  music  from  the  60's:  Morton 
Subotnik  and  Ramon  Sender.  Sender  found- 
ed the  SF  Tape  Music  Center  1960-61.  and 
Subotnik  worked  with  the  San  Francisco 
Actors  Workshop  until  1963.  I've  also  added 
some  Terry  Riley  (who  presented  //;  C  in 
1964)  and  Steve  Reich,  who  composed  music 
for  Ubu  Roi,  the  Mime  Troupe's  1963  indoor 
production.  I  also  added  some  Grateful  Dead. 
We  ended  the  series  with  Jonah  Who  Will  Be 
25  in  the  Year  2000,  which  we  thought  would 
introduce  a  European  view  of  the  U.S.  move- 
ment. Paris,  Berlin,  Milan  and  Rome  all 
erupted  in  part  because  of  North  American 
resistance  to  the  war  in  Vietnam.  In  addition, 
the  intellectual,  Marxist,  socialist,  and  com- 
munist analyses  of  capitalism  in  Europe  were 
far  more  acute  than  their  American  counter- 
parts. J. P.  Gorin  and  Todd  Gitlin,  in  their 
argument  heard  during  the  last  segment, 
illustrate  the  European  and  North  American 
points  of  view  in  their  disagreements  over 
the  very  much  loved  Jonah  film.

Report  to 
the  Listener 


This  report  is  written  early  in  KPFA's  June  Marathon  when  anxieties  about  the 
goal  run  high.  These  worries  were  further  fueled  by  a  sudden  downturn  in  renewal 
revenues  in  May  and  June.  Thus,  the  possibilities  do  arise  that  KPFA  will  meet  its 
marathon  goals  but  still  fall  short  of  subscription  projections  because  current  subscrib- 
ers have  failed  to  renew.  This  is  the  same  pattern  of  the  last  two  summers,  and  we  are 
hopeful  the  emergency  fund-raising  of  past  years  will  not  be  necessary. 

On  July  2nd,  KPFA  resumes  its  postponed  planning  process.  Earlier  committee 
meetings  regarding  goal-setting  led  to  three  rather  long  staff  meetings  with  dwindling 
attendance.  Although  goals  were  eventually  set  by  the  consensus  of  the  remaining 
staff,  the  process  proved  wearisome  to  many  of  us  and  led  to  a  hiatus  in  the  next  step. 
Marathons,  of  course,  tend  to  drain  energy  from  all  other  activity. 

Flo  Green,  a  nationally  known  planning  consultant,  arrives  at  KPFA  on  July  2nd 
as  part  of  her  tour  of  Pacifica.  I  thought  our  readers  might  enjoy  a  look  at  her  agenda 
so  that  you,  too,  can  participate  by  mail.  Essentially  Ms.  Green  tries  to  concentrate  on 
five  questions  as  part  of  her  planning  workshops  (I  recently  attended  one  at  a  Pacifica 
National  Board  meeting): 

1 .  What  does  Pacifica  want  to  do? 

2.  What  does  Pacifica  need  to  do? 

3.  What  can  Pacifica  do? 

4.  What  will  Pacifica  decide  to  do? 

5.  What  will  Pacifica  finally  do? 

Flo  Green  will  be  asking  these  questions  throughout  a  two-day  workshop  at  each  of 
the  Pacifica  stations. 

She  has  provided  me  with  a  very  detailed  agenda.  With  some  interpretation  and 
liberal  editing  on  my  part,  the  KPFA  workshop's  agenda  looks  something  like  this: 

A.  Clearly  State  the  Mission  of  KPFA. 

This  part  of  the  process  was  the  portion  begun  in  April  with  the  help  of  an  outside  fa- 
cilitator, Bernice  Lee.  We  will  examine  the  goals  set  in  those  discussions  and  attempt 
to  look  at  our  organizational  structure  and  our  current  situation  (i.e.  current  programs, 
governance  and  finances). 

B.  Environmental  Analysis. 

This  part  of  the  planning  is  already  in  process.  It  is  an  attempt  to  analyze  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  to  assess  "environmental  trends."  We  can  hopefully  identify  five 
or  six  areas  which  are  keys  to  KTFA's  future. 

C.  Categorize  Programs. 

This  is  not  simply  with  regard  to  on-air  programs,  but  projects  that  are  currently 
occurring  at  KPFA,  as  well  as  our  on-air  sound. 

D.  Internal  Analysis. 

This  is  an  analysis  of  our  current  policies  and  programs.  Are  they  consistent?  Do  we 
have  clear  priorities  that  are  being  carried  out?  Are  our  priorities  also  the  same  as  our 
allocation  of  resources?  What  kind  of  evaluation  and  quality  analysis  are  implemented? 

E.  Identify  Inconsistencies  Between  Policies  and  Mission. 

This  includes  a  look  at  particular  constraints  on  the  station,  including  those  of  funding, 
constituencies,  etc. 

F.  Competitive  Analysis. 

KPFA  no  longer  has  the  community  radio  band  to  itself.  What  do  we  do  best?  What  do 
we  do  poorly?  What  are  our  crucial  goals,  values,  strengths,  weaknesses,  opportunities, 
and  threats? 

G.  Strategy  Formulation. 

Can  we  identify  areas  where  we  can  operate  effectively?  Where  do  we  have  support 
and  allies?  Where  is  our  competence  and  commitment?  Where  can  we  achieve  decisive 
results  that  fit  our  mission? 

H.  Long-Range  Plan. 

What  are  our  goals  for  the  future?  Can  we  define  objectives  for  the  next  three  years? 
And  who  will  be  responsible  for  what?  What  specific  changes  are  required  in  structure, 
resources  and  training? 

As  you  can  tell,  this  will  be  a  tough  two  days.  Wish  us  luck.

KPFA  I  urge  you 
to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  news  department. 
There  is  so  much  potential  there  that  is  not 
being  utilized.  (One  of  the  stories  on  Saturday 
night  had  a  BBC  report.  It  was  very  refreshing 
to  hear  on  KPFA.  Why  not  more  reports  by 
them?)  And  I  don't  think  anyone  would  ob- 
ject to  such  a  change  that  would  only  improve 
KPFA.  What  do  we  have  to  lose?

The  following  article  was  written  by  Rana  Lee 
in  1983  as  she  remembered  her  first  week  af- 
ter running  from  her  battering  husband.  It 
was  printed  in  the  'Mid -Peninsula  Shelter  Net- 
work Newsletter'  and  is  being  reprinted  here 
due  to  interest  and  requests.  Rana  is  currently 
KPFA  's  domestic  violence  programmer. 

I've  left  him.  I  really  did  it!  We're  getting 
a  divorce.  He  is  demanding  everything  and  is 
getting  it.  1  don't  caie.  All  I  want  is  to  be  free 
of  him.  But  now  what  do  I  do?  I've  never  felt 
so  alone  in  my  entire  life.  My  young  teenaged 
son  is  ecstatic.  He  hates  his  stepfather  and  has 
lived  in  fear  of  him  for  too  long.  Yet  I'm 
alone.  Does  my  son  feel  my  loneliness?  He 
hates  this  apartment.  It's  too  far  from  his 
friends  and  he  doesn't  like  the  kids  in  this  ap- 
artment complex.  Well,  he  will.  He  just  needs 
time  to  adjust,  and  this  is  the  only  apartment 
I  can  afford  for  now. 

Is  that  what  I  need?  Time  to  adjust?  I 
need  to  be  hugged.  Who  can  I  ask?  No  one 
really  understands.  My  friends  and  family 
think  I  am  very  happy  now  because  I  am  free 
of  this  man  who  abused  me.  "Oh,  it's  so  won- 
derful," they  say.  "I  didn't  like  him  from  the 
start,"  says  a  friend.  "You  should  have  done 
it  years  ago,"  says  another. 

That's  so  easy  for  them  to  say,  but  it's  my 
inside  s  that  kept  turning  over  and  over  again 
in  fear.  I  keep  dreaming  he's  yelling  at  me.  .  . 
and  I  am  so  alone. 

Why  am  I  shaking? 

The  phone  is  ringing.  Why  does  it  scare  me 
so?  I  jump  inside  as  if  it's  a  gunshot  next  to 
my  head.  "Hello  -  oh,  it's  you.  Why  are  you 
calling?  No,  I  don't  want  to  see  you.  I  won't 
give  you  my  new  address.  I  really  don't  want 
to  talk  right  now.  My  son?  He's  fine  -  quite 
happy.  How  is  your  daughter?  Good.  Well, 
good-bye." 

Back  to  the  problem  at  hand.  I'm  alone 
but  I  don't  have  to  live  in  fear  of  doing  some- 
thing that  will  upset  him.  Or  do  I?  If  I  keep 
hanging  up  on  him  and  he  finds  my  address, 
will  he  come  here  and  throw  another  tan- 
trum, hit  me,  break  things?  After  all,  he  did 
come  to  my  job  this  week,  took  my  car,  held 
a  knife  to  me  to  get  me  to  call  my  parents  to 
have  them  buy  my  car  back.  He  knows  I  need 
a  car  for  my  work.  My  parents  are  very  angry 
with  me.  Will  I  ever  make  them  understand? 

I'll  kill  him  and  myself  before  I  go  through, 
it  again.  Dear  God!  What  did  I  just  say?  "kill?" 
No,  I  mustn't.  I  must  calm  down.  Ill  have 
another  drink.  That  will  help. 

It's  so  quiet.  I  want  someone  to  hold  me. 
Oh,  well,  I'll  have  ojie  more  drink  and  then 


turn  in.  My  head  is  spinning.  It's  a  nice  feel- 
ing. Then,  why  am  I  crying?  I  should  be  hap- 
py. That's  what  everyone  keeps  telling  me, 
but  the  tears  keep  flowing  as  I  lie  here  alone 
in  my  bed.  I  feel  like  I'm  being  tossed  around 
in  a  cyclone.  Maybe  I'll  land  on  the  other  side 
of  the  rainbow  like  Dorothy  and  my  husband 
will  be  the  one  under  the  house. 

Dear  God!  What's  that?  Oh.  no,  I've  had 
another  nightmare.  I  mustn't  wake  up  my 
son.  He  must  not  know  how  I  feel.  He  needs 
to  know  some  peace  now  that  we  are  free  of 
that  man.  Free?  What  a  word.  I'm  not  sure 
what  it  means.  I've  traded  one  prison  for 
another. 

I  should  have  gone  to  the  market  today. 
I've  finished  off  the  rum.  It's  funny.  With 
no  one  to  tell  me  when  to  sleep  and  what  to 
buy,  I  sometimes  just  don't  go.  That's  no 
good.  Well,  I  promise,  111  shop  tomorrow. 
I'll  ask  my  son  what  to  buy.  After  all,  I  don't 
want  to  upset  him  by  getting  the  wrong  food. 

I  guess  111  try  to  sleep  again.  I  know.  Ill 
use  the  sleeping  pills  I  bought  at  the  drug- 
store.   Maybe    I    won't  dream   for   a   while. 

"Get  away  from  me!  What  do  you  mean, 
'You  can't  go?'  I  just  want  to  pick  the  kids  up 
at  the  movies.  Stop  it!  You're  hurting  me! 
Stop  banging  my  head  into  the  cupboards. 
Please  stop." 

Oh  God,  another  dream. 

Maybe  111  read.  That'll  help.  I've  always 
been  able  to  lose  myself  in  books.  Nov\ .  v.  lu 
am  I  crying  again?  Why  doesn't  someone 
come  to  me  to  help?  Have  I  been  such  a  bad 
person  all  these  years  that  I'm  never  to  know 
happiness? 

I  must  get  some  sleep.  I'll  take  two  more 
pills.  Maybe  I  should  go  back  to  him.  At  least 
he'd  send  me  flowers  after  the  pain  and  he'd 
be  real  nice  to  me  and  the  kids  for  a  few  days 
. .  .and  I  wouldn't  be  alone. 

What's  the  matter  with  me?  I'm  safe  now. 
He  can't  hurt  me  again.  .  .1  hope.  I'm  really 
not  all  alone.  I  have  my  stuffed  bear.  I'll 
hold  him  tight,  he'll  absorb  the  tears,  and 
we'll  sleep.

In  May,  the  New  York  Association  for  Ameri- 
can-Soviet Friendship  invited  William  Mandel 
to  address  its  commemoration  of  the  40th  an- 
niversary of  the  defeat  of  Hitler.  The  other 
principal  speaker  was  UN  Soviet  Ambassador 
Oleg  Troyanovsky.  When  Bill,  after  paying 
the  strongest  tribute  to  the  Soviet  effort  and 
sacrifice  in  the  war,  stated  that  certain  Soviet 
policies  toward  its  Jews  hinder  improvement 
in  U.S.Soviet  understanding,  the  chair  asked 
him  to  stop  speaking.  Bill  responded  that  if  he 
were  permitted  to  conclude  his  speech  the 
matter  would  not  go  outside  that  hall,  but  if 
silenced  there  he  would  make  it  public.  The 
chair  insisted  he  not  continue,  whereupon  Bill 
gave  the  undelivered  portion  to  WBAI.  Here  it 
is,  following  a  condensed  version  of  what  he 
had  been  allowed  to  say.  By  coincidence,  the 
San  Francisco  Jewish  Bulletin  has  just  refused 
"fopublish  an  interview  on  that  subject  with 
Bill,  in  which  he  stressed  the  positive  aspects 
of  the  Soviet/Jewish  scene.  The  reporter  who 
did  the  interview  resigned  in  protest. 

The  older  people  in  this  hall  know  that 
maintaining  good  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Soviet  Union  has  never  been 
easy,  not  even  when  we  were  allies  in  World 
War  II.  .  -When  the  Soviet  forces  advanced, 
those  in  this  country  who  thought  we  were 
fighting  on  the  wrong  side  argued  that  Lend- 
Lease  aid  to  Moscow  should  be  stopped  or 
slowed,  because  the  Russians  would  win  with- 
out it.  .  .When  the  Soviets  were  temporarily 
thrown  back  or  paused,  those  who  thought 
we  should  be  fighting  "communism"  would 
argue  that  the  Soviets  were  going  to  lose,  and 
that  our  lend-lease  would  fall  into  Hitler's 
hands,  and  therefore  we  should  stop  sending  it. 
When  victory  was  won,  it  was  followed  in- 
stantly by  the  launching  of  the  Cold  War.  Pres- 
ident Truman  ordered  ships  on  the  high  seas 
with  grain  and  locomotives  for  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion to  turn  around  and  head  home.  Our  gov- 
ernment secretly  brought  Nazi  rocket  experts 
here,  as  well  as  traitors  from  the  Soviet  repub- 
lics that  had  been  under  occupation.  This  was 
part  of  a  plan  to  create  an  alliance  with  West 
Germany  and  Japan,  under  U.S.  control,  with 
the  object  of  destroying  the  Soviet  Union  by 
war  when  that  alliance  gained  the  necessary 
military  superiority.  Ideologically,  this  re- 
quired destroying  the  American  people's  grat- 
itude toward  the  Soviet  Union  as  an  ally. 

We  in  this  room  fought  that.  In  my  book 
of  1946,  I  quoted  Winston  Churchill's  address 
to  Parliament,  Aug.  2,  1944:  "It  is  the  Rus- 
sian Army  which  has  done  the  main  work  of 
ripping  the  guts  out  of  the  German  Army.  . . 
In  the  air  and  on  the  ocean  and  seas  we  can 
maintain  ourselves,  but  there  was  no  force  in 
the  world  which  could  have  been  called  into 
being  except  after  several  more  years  that 
would  have  been  able  to  maul  and  break  the 
German  Army  and  subject  it  to  such  terrible 
slaughter  and  manhandling  as  has  fallen  upon 
the  Germans  but  the  Russian  Soviet  Armies." 
(emphasis  added  -WM). 

Our  government  did  not  want  this  to  be 
remembered,  and  did  not  want  authors  who 
circulated  such  information  to  reach  the  pub- 
lic. So  it  put  in  prison  the  then-head  of  the 
National  Council  of  American-Soviet  Friend- 
ship, Rev.  Richard  Morford.  Whereas  1  had 
had  four  book  contracts  during  the  years  of 
World  War  II,  no  publisher  would  touch  any- 


thing 1  proposed  for  the  next  fifteen  years. . . 
The  index  to  my  new  book,  Soviet  But  Not 
Russian,  lists  25  different  page  references  to 
World  War  II.  I  repeat  the  story  told  to  me  by 
a  Jewish  woman  in  the  West  Ukraine,  which 
many  know  as  Galicia,  of  how  she  and  her 
child  were  saved  by  being  passed  from  one 
Ukrainian  peasant  family  to  another.  I  quote 
a  Ukraining  writer,  also  in  Galicia,  describing 
his  own  experience  as  a  young  soldier  liberat- 
ing Auschwitz,  and  saying  to  me  -  this  was 
after  the  bombing  of  Beirut:  "Today  I  just 
can't  understand  Israel.  The  Jewish  people  suf- 
fered so  much,  suffered  so  many  victims."  I 
describe  the  Lithuanian  village  of  Priciupis, 
which  I  visited,  where  the  Nazis  burned  the  in- 
habitants alive  in  a  barn  because  they  had  tak- 
en in  Jewish  children  rescued  from  the  ghetto 
of  Vilnius  (Vilna). 

Two  weeks  ago.  I  opened  my  copy  of 
Pravda  for  April  24th  and  saw  an  article  titled 
"Condemned  by  Humanity."  The  first  sen- 
tence reads  as  follows:  "Among  the  bloody 
crimes  against  humanity  committed  by  the 
exploiting  classes,  one  of  the  most  onerous  is 
genocide."  which  is  then  described  as  "the 
physica.  extermination  of  entire  peoples." 
Next  came  a  description  of  the  wiping  out  of 
a  million  and  a  half  Armenians  by  the  Turks 
70  years  ago.  We  are  told  the  Bolshevik  Party 
condemned  this,  as  did  the  world  socialist  con- 
ference at  Zimmerwald  in  a  document  signed 
by  Lenin  among  others.  When  the  article  gets 
to  World  War  II  we  read  the  following: 

"On  the  eve  of  his  bandit  attack  on  Poland 
in  1939,  Hitler  inspired  his  generals  to  exter- 
minate the  Slavic  population,  citing  history. 
Having  set  as  his  goal  the  destruction  of  the 
world's  first  socialist  state,  the  fascists  created 
death  camps  and  carried  out  mass  murders  of 
Russians,  Ukrainians,  Belorussians,  Jews,  and 
people  of  other  nationalities." 

That  is  the  only  reference  to  Jews  as  a 
people  in  the  article.  Toward  its  end  one  reads: 
"Today,  under  the  protection  of  the  United 
States,  the  racists  of  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  and  the  Zionists  of  Israel  are  employing 
a  policy  of  genocide."  The  article  then  uses 
the  term  "mass  extermination"  to  describe 
what  is  happening  in  Lebanon  and  South  Af- 
rica. It  equates  that  to  what  the  U.S.  did  to 
the  people  of  Vietnam. 

Let  me  make  my  position  on  these  matters 
clear.  I  was  one  of  400  people  who  signed,  in 
the  ST.  Chronicle,  the  first  advertisement 
American  Jews  condemning  absolutely  the 
massacre  at  Sabra  and  Chatila  under  the  cap- 
tion: "Menachem  Begin  Does  Not  Speak  1  or 
Us."  One  of  my  sons  underwent  an  11 -week 
trial  for  his  militant  activities  against  the  Viet- 
nam War,  and  the  second  has  just  returned 
from  a  17-year  exile  in  Canada.  They  learned 
their  principles  from  their  mother  and  father. 
I  participated  in  the  picketing  on  the  docks  of 
San  f  rancisco  of  the  ship  carrying  South  Afri- 
can cargo  that  the  longshoremen  refused  to 
unload,  and  one  of  my  sons  was  one  of  the  in- 
itiators of  the  action  by  the  longshoremen's 
union. 

But  when  Pravda.  the  official  organ  of  the 
Central  Committee  of  the  Communist  Pany 
of  the  Soviet  Union,  equates  the  horrible  mur- 
ders of  millions  of  Slavs,  intended  to  reduce 
them  in  numbers  as  the  Nuremburg  trial  evi- 
dence proved,  with  the  policy  of  TOTAL  ex- 
termination of  EVERY  SINGLE  INDIVIDU- 
AL born  a  Jew  or  Gypsy,  it  justifies  the  grav- 
est of  doubts  on  the  part  of  a  Jewish  person. 


It  re-opens  old  wounds,  awakens  old  memor- 
ies. Why  did  it  take  seven  years  after  Stalin's 
death  for  the  very  first  beginnings  at  restora- 
tion of  Yiddish-language  culture,  destroyed 
by  him  in  1947,  to  appear?  Why  has  the  fact 
of  that  destruction  never  been  made  known 
to  the  Soviet  people  as  a  whole? 

It  is  good  the  USSR  has  published  a  book 
titled  Beware,  Zionism,  although  I  have  my 
doubts  about  some  of  the  formulations  in  it. 
But  why  is  there  nothing  titled  Be  ware ,  Anti- 
Semitism  when  I  still  encounter  a  collective- 
farm  chairman  repeating  to  me  the  Black- 
Hundred-type  lie  that  Ford  and  Rockefeller 
are  Jews,  which  I  report  in  my  new  book? 

Why  is  it  not  possible  today  to  take  a  course 
to  learn  the  Yiddish  language  anywhere  in  the 
USSR,  unless  one  is  a  schoolchild  in  Birobid- 
jan,  where  over  99%  of  the  Soviet  Union's 
Jews  do  not  live,  or  one  is  a  writer  admitted 
to  the  course  in  Yiddish  literature  at  the  Gorky 
Institute  in  Moscow?  [It  was  approximately 
at  this  point  the  chair  prevented  me  from  con- 
tinuing]. Why  is  there  no  course  on  Jewish 
history  anywhere  in  the  USSR,  not  even  un- 
der the  direct  auspices  of  the  Communist  Par- 
ty? Why  is  there  not,  for  the  great  majority, 
who  are  as  linguistically  assimilated  to  Russian 
as  I  am  to  English,  a  periodical  in  the  Russian 
language  devoted  to  Jewish  interests  as  there 
was  before  World  War  II? 

What  I  have  described  is  not  an  anti-Jewish 
policy.  It  is  applied  equally  to  most  peoples  - 
not  all  -  living  outside  their  native  territories. 
One  exception  is  the  Armenian  literary  maga- 
zine published  in  Azerbaijan.  And  of  course 
there  are  Russian  magazines,  theaters,  and 
newspapers  in  every  ethnic  republic,  in  addi- 
tion to  those  published  in  the  native  languages. 
The  answer  that  used  to  be  given  to  these 
questions  is  that  this  was  to  prevent  centers  of 
nationalism  from  arising.  No  answer  at  all  is 
given  nowadays.  The  subject  is  a  no-no.  But 
the  fact  that  a  quarter  million  Jews  have  emi- 
grated shows  this  policy  has  stimulated  nation- 
alism by  creating  a  feeling  of  ethnic  aliena- 
tion, and  clearly  destroyed  the  loyally  of 
many  Jews  to  their  country. 

This  has  the  most  direct  bearing  on  our 
purpose  here  today.  There  are  150  in  this  hall. 
150  thousand  Jewish  people  marched  in  a  de- 
monstration in  this  city  a  few  weeks  ago  to 
demand  unlimited  emigration  from  the  USSR. 
Yes,  they  were  lied  to  by  Zionists,  and  by  the 
government  of  Israel,  and  by  the  government 
of  the  U.S.  But  an  enormous  mass  like  that 
turns  out  only  when  it  has  at  least  a  very  deep 
feeling  of  insecurity.  And  when  Pravda  refuses 
to  give  the  unique  treatment  of  the  Jews  by 
the  Nazis  the  same  recognition  it  gives  that  of 
the  Armenians  by  the  Turks,  that  feeling  of 
insecurity  is  strengthened.  My  own  feeling  is 
one  of  outrage,  of  insult. 

The  late  Yuri  Andropov  expressed  this 
splendidly  in  1982,  speaking  of  "exclusiveness 
and  disrespect  for  other  nations  and  nationali- 
ties. Yet  such  negative  phenomena  still  occur, 
and  it  would  be  wrong  to  attribute  them  sole- 
ly to  the  traces  of  the  past.  Among  other 
things,  they  are  sometimes  fostered  by  the 
mistakes  we  make  in  our  work.  Here,  com- 
rades, nothing  can  be  dismissed  as  insignificant. 
Everything  counts  -  the  attitude  to  language, 
to  artifacts  of  the  past,  the  interpretation  of 
historical  events. .  .  "  (my  emphasis-WM) 

The  40th  anniversary  of  the  victory  over 
Nazism  is  past.  The  job  of  re-establishing  the 
nutual  trust  of  the  American  and  Soviet  pco-

pies  of  that  day  remains.  We  Americans  have  a 
tremendous  job  ahead  of  us  in  breaking  down 
the  lies  that  have  piled  up  for  40  years.  Our 
Soviet  friends  can  help  by  re-examining  their 
policies  for  any  acts  of  commission  or  omis- 
sion that  serve  to  maintain  or  reinforce  mis- 
trust by  any  part  of  our  population  and  can 
be  presented  to  all  other  Americans  as  a  justi- 
fication for  anti-Sovietism. 

Those  who  have  read  the  chapter  on  the 
Jews  in  my  Soviet  But  Not  Russian  know  that 
the  emphasis  is  quite  the  opposite  of  what  I 
have  said  this  evening.  There  I  was  writing  for 
the  general  public,  which  has  been  poisoned 
by  anti-Sovietism.  Here  I  am  talking  to  friends 
of  the  Soviet  Union,  and  to  Soviet  guests, 
about  how  to  undermine  anti-Sovietism. 

When  two  Russians  decide  they  will  be 
friends  forever,  they  drink  a  toast  "na  'ty  i  na 
svoloch."  the  American  equivalent  of  which  is 
that  henceforth  they  can  call  each  other  by 
their  first  names  and  can  cuss  each  other  out 
when  one  thinks  it  is  for  the  other's  good,  and 
for  their  mutual  good,  because  they  seek  only 
the  best  for  both. 

That  is  the  spirit  in  which  I  have  spoken 
this  evening.

THE    END   OF   YET  ANOTHER 
ERA 


The  United  Nations'  "Decade  for  Women" 
(1975-1985)  is  bowing  out  this  month  at  a 
gala  World  Conference  in  Nairobi,  Kenya.  On 
this  occasion,  the  third  and  final  meeting  to 
be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Decade  (the 
first  was  in  Mexico  City  in  1975,  the  second 
in  Cophenhagen  in  1980),  the  anointed  dele- 
gates from  participating  nations  will  officially 
appraise  the  progress  achieved  (and  obstacles 
encountered)  in  their  ten-year  effort  to  pro- 
mote "Equality,  Development  and  Peace." 
The  same  body  (whose  members  include 
Jeanne  Kirkpatrick  and  Maureen  Reagan)  will 
announce  "forward-looking  strategies  of  im- 
plementation for  the  advancement  of  wo- 
men." It  will  be  interesting  to  discover  what 
these  strategies  might  be,  considering  the 
U.S.  delegation's  vow  to  avoid  discussing  any- 
thing of  a  political  nature.  This  is  a  scene  that 
has  obviously  been  set  for  international  con- 
frontations. 

And  when  things  get  hot,  you  won't  be 
left  out.  KPFA  will  be  bringing  you  exclusive 
reports  on  behind-the-scenes  action,  as  well  as 
stories  too  important  to  make  the  network 


news.  A  team  of  Pacifica  producers,  including 
KPFA  news  reporter  Betsy  Bayha  and  yours 
truly  (Adi  Gevins),  will  be  sending  scoops  and 
analyses  for  broadcast  on  the  KPFA  News  and 
Majority  Report.  We'll  also  be  sending  stories 
from  the  unofficial  conference,  which  is  prob- 
ably of  more  interest  to  KPFA  listeners  than 
the  government-sanctioned  confab. 

Concurrently,  and  also  in  Nairobi,  thou- 
sands of  women  from  around  the  world  are 
gathering  for  an  open  forum  to  exchange 
ideas  and  experiences  and  to  challenge  the 
boundaries  of  their  lives.  This  Forum  '85  is 
open  to  anyone  who  can  get  there,  and  most 
of  the  participants  are  deeply  committed  wo- 
men who  have  struggled  mightily  to  get  the 
funds  to  make  the  trip  (Nairobi  is  over 
2500  miles  from  Lagos.  Nigeria;  11,000  miles 
from  California).  They  are  political  organizers, 
grassroots  activists,  government  officials,  and 
regional  planners.  They  have  expertise  in  areas 
as  diverse  as  health  delivery,  agriculture,  ap- 
propriate technology,  law,  communications 
and  education.  They  will  share  their  know- 
ledge in  symposia,  workshops,  conversations 
and  a  festival  of  womens'  culture. 

Taking  place  in  Africa,  the  gathering  has 
the  potential  of  becoming  a  cauldron  for  a 
new  global  feminism:  one  that  includes  such 
women's  issues  as  basic  literacy  (women  make 
up  about  500  million  of  the  world's  estimated 
600  million  illiterate  adults);  water  (almost 
2/3  of  the  world's  women  spend  2-8  hours  a 
day  bearing  water  for  their  homes) ;  and  dis- 
ruption caused  by  war,  starvation,  and  racial 
injustice  (90%  of  all  refugees  are  women  and 
children). 

Unfortunately  all  of  you  who  should  be 
there  won't  be  able  to  attend.  .  .but  you 
won't  be  left  out.  A  multi-cultural  crew  of 
some  of  the  country's  most  accomplished  ra- 
dio producers  will  be  your  eyes  and  ears.  And 
although  five  producers  can  only  hope  to 
cover  a  fraction  of  this  multi-faceted  event, 
we  promise  to  bring  back  programming  that 
will  share  the  excitement,  confrontation  and 
intimate  moments.  .  .programming  that  will 
draw  you  into  the  international  networks  that 
are  being  formed.  The  final  product  of  this 
venture  will  be  a  series  of  five  half-hour 
documentary  programs,  The  Family  of  Wo- 
men: Stories  From  A  World  Gathering, 
which  will  be  released  for  distribution  in  cele- 
bration of  International  Women's  Day  on 
March  8,  1986. 

The  Family  of  Women  is  the  brainchild  of 
Helene  Rosenbluth,  the  producer  of  Feminist 
Magazine  on  KPFA's  sister  station,  KPFK  in 


Los  Angeles.  Working  with  her,  in  addition  to 
myseTf,  will  be  Elisabeth  Perez  Luna  (pro- 
ducer of  the  award  winning  Latino  Voices  se- 
ries), Judi  Moore  Smith  (creator  of  the  Ex- 
pressions series  exploring  the  artistic  dimen- 
sion of  Afro-American  cultural  tradition),  and 
Karen  Michel  McPherson  (an  independent 
producer  specializing  in  programs  about  indi- 
genous peoples).  The  series  is  made  possible 
by  a  grant  from  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting's  Satellite  Program  Development 
Fund,  and  generous  contributions  from  indi- 
vidual donors  and  the  support  of  KPFA.

S.P.  R.  CHARTER  ON  KPFA 

It  has  been  nearly  25  years  since  the  pio- 
neer ecologist  and  philosopher  S.P.R.  Charter 
began  presenting  his  weekly  series  of  radio 
essays  on  KPFA.  These  programs,  a  series  of 
radio  essays  titled  Man-On-Earth,  continued 
for  several  years  and  were  explorations  of 
ecological  and  philosophical  issues  which 
forecasted  many  of  our  present  dilemmas. 
His  book,  Man-On-Earth,  A  Preliminary 
Evaluation  of  the  Ecology  of  Man,  one  of 
the  earliest  texts  on  ecology  (published  in 
1962),  stemmed  directly  from  these  radio 
essays.  In  this  work,  and  in  the  enormous 
outpouring  which  was  to  follow,  Charter 
posed  many  difficult  questions  which  con- 
cern our  continued  survival  on  Earth,  and 
acknowledged  that  we  arc  long  past  the  point 
of  simple  solutions.  He  articulated  directions 
of  inquiry  which  must  be  explored  by  indi- 
viduals who  are  grounded  in  their  own  crea- 
tivity. According  to  him,  it  is  only  through 
individuals  who  assume  responsiblity  for  our 
collective  problems,  who  are  centered  within 
their  own  "autonomous  aesthetic"  that 
any  hope  for  the  future  can  be  found. 

In  his  extensive  forward  to  Man-on-Earth, 
Aldous  Huxley  wrote,  "It  is  the  great  merit  of 
Charter's  book  that  it  compels  us  to  ask  such 
questions.  .  ."  "On  the  stage  of  international 
politics  a  whole  orchestra  of  Neros. .  .insanely 
fiddle,  while  all  about  them.  .  .Rome  burns. 
We  can  only  hope  that  some  of  them  will  read 
Charter's  essay j." 

C.P.  Snow  called  Charter  ".  .  .the  most 
fresh-minded  of  human  ecologists,  and  we  are 
all  in  his  debt."  Lewis  Mumford  commented, 
"Charter  raises  all  the  problems  that  Man 
must  solve  if  he  is  to  remain  on  Earth  -  or  in- 
herit an  Earth  worth  remaining  on." 

Steven  Charter's  other  books  include 
Outrage,  For  Unto  Us  A  Child  Is  Born.  The 
Choice  and  the  Threat,  and  The  Planning 
Myth.  His  last  book,  Chaos  and  Creativity, 
has  just  been  published  by  Joseph  Simon.  In 
his  recent  review  of  Chaos  and  Creativity  for 
the  Quarterly  Review  of  Biology,  Joel 
Hcdgpcth  remarked  that  "the  waves  from  the 
pebbles  (Charter)  has  dropped  in  the  deep 
pools  of  environmental  literature  will  not  stop 
until  they  reach  the  wider  shore,  and  of  this 
last  achievement  those  of  us  who  knew  him 
can  at  least  say,  'Well  done,  good  and  faithful 
servant.'  " 

Steven  Charter  died  in  November  of  1984 
at  the  age  of  69,  leaving  an  enormous  body  of 
work,  most  of  which  is  on  audio  tape  in  the 
form  of  essays,  lectures,  and  comments.  It  is 
with  pleasure  that  KPFA  welcomes  the  return 
of  S.P.R.  Charter  to  its  airwaves.  Beginning  on 
Sunday,  July  7th,  his  five-minute  'Comments' 
will  be  broadcast  every  Sunday  afternoon  at 
approximately  5:25  pm.  following  the  Alan 
Watts  lecture.

The  Musical  Revolution  of  1600,  Part  One. 

The  change  in  Western  music  around  1600 
may  be  appropriately  styled  a  revolution:  mod- 
al music  gave  way  to  tonal  music,  secular  music 
began  to  predominate  over  sacred,  and  instru- 
mental music  came  into  its  own.  Thanks  to  a 
number  of  high-quality  performances  released 
as  commercial  recordings  in  the  past  four 
years,  it  is  now  possible  to  trace  the  history  of 
the  "musical  revolution  of  1600"  in  some  de- 
tail, and  Bill  Croft  does  so  in  a  series  of  three 
Early  Music  Programs  this  summer.  The  series 
presents  music  in  Italy  around  1600  as  it 
might  have  been  seen  through  the  eyes  of 
Claudio  Monteverdi  (1567-1643),  who  was 
the  one  composer  most  responsible  for  the 
birth  of  the  Baroque.  Tonight's  program  fea- 
tures music  from  around  1580,  when  Monte- 
verdi probably  began  his  musical  training,  to 
around  1605,  when  the  composer  published 
his  ground-breaking  fifth  book  of  madrigals. 
During  this  period,  the  High  Renaissance  com- 
posers Palestrina,  Lasso  and  Victory  were  pro- 
ducing their  last  masterpieces,  Giovanni 
Gabrieli  was  experimenting  with  polychoral 
music  and  the  younger  madrigalists  like 
Marenzio  and  Gesualdo  were  setting  the  founda- 
tions for  Monteverdi's  innovations.

Overton  Amos  Lemons,  better  known  as  Smi- 
ley Lewis,  was  born  July  5,  1913  in  De  Quin- 
cy,  Louisiana  on  the  Texas  border.  In  his 
teens.  Smiley  ran  away  to  New  Orleans  where 
he  was  raised  by  a  white  family.  By  the  mid- 
1930's  Smiley  had  joined  The  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son Dixieland  Band  which  also  included 
legendary  pianist  "Tuts"  Washington.  Later 
Lewis  formed  a  trio  with  himself  on  guitar 
and  played  the  beer  joins  to  Rampart  Street. 
In  1941,  he  was  hired  as  vocalist  by  "Kid" 
Ernest  Mollier,  whose  group  had  a  steady  job 
at  The  Boogie  Woogie  Club  in  Bunkie,  La.  By 
'43,  most  of  the  group  was  inducted  into  the 
army.  As  sole  supporter  of  a  growing  family, 
Lewis  found  himself  exempt  from  service,  so  he 
returned  to  hustling  in  the  streets.  It  was  not 
long  before  Lewis  and  "Tuts"  had  formed  a 
blues  trio  and  were  playing  all  the  clubs  in  the 
French  Quarter.  He  would  sing  at  these  en- 
gagements without  a  microphone.  The  trio's 
popularity  was  such  that  in  1947  David  Braun 
signed  them  to  his  DeLuxe  label.  Their  first 
single  sold  poorly  outside  of  Nola.  As  a  result, 
their  second  was  never  released.  In  March  of 
1950,  Dave  Martholomew,  then  talent  scout 
for  Lew  Chudd,  brought  the  group  to  Imperi-
